"Two new courses have been added 
to the electrical department.." Dean 
H, Mackay stated yesterday while 
discussing changes In tho curriculum 
of the Faculty of Applied Science. "On 
the whole, however, there have been 
no radical changes," ho declared. 

The first of those new courses will 
coiisIhi of a series of Iweiily-four lec- 
tures on "Telephony" to be given by 
Professor G. A. Wallace during tho 
first term. The second course, con- 
sisting also of 2-1 lectuOs, Is on "Ra- 
dio" and will bo delivered by .Major 
W, A. Steele during the second term. 

Major Steele Is ii iiieiulicr of the 
Department of .N'atlonal Defence al 
OUiiwa iind Is consUlered lo bo one of 
Canada's foremusl authorities on ra- 
dio, tlio Dean said. The course that 
lie will deliver will deal iiiaiiily with 
the. fundamental principles of radio. 
Thirteen periods of laboratory work

Hitherto it has been har- 
bored, or leather kept on sufferance, in a j-oom that was used 
also as a woman's dressing room/ a Students' Coujicil meeting 
room, and a soi-t of general playgroun/i for such students as had 
means of access to it. 

And now, at the beginning of the present year, the jjew 
Union House Committee finds it jiecessary to upset all the new 
and satisfacloiy wrraiigeznents by taking this room fi-om the 
Anymal boai-d and donating it to the Bi-itish Rjjgby Club as a 
storage and undressing ruum. Wc are not iiuestioning the j-ight 
of the British Rugby Club to a room in wlrich to undress, noi- 
the right of the Union House Committee to allocate rooms as' they 
•see lit. But we question most emphatically the judgment of this 
committee. Is it reasonable that the Aunuui board go once again 
wandering about the pi-eciiicts of the Uiiioji like an unwajited 
child, while the members of the British Rugby Club gloj-y in ajj 
undres.sing room that boasts of telephone connection? 

It is not Loo lute for the Uiiion House Committee to recon- 
sider their decision. But no time must be lost in tliis lecon- 
sideration. 'J'lie Annual board starts work during the second 
week iji Octobei'.

French and Library Schools 
Had Good Enrôlement 



During . the past summer two 
summer-schools were conducted at 
Alctilll Unlverslty, and both of them 
were decldcly succcsHriil. 

Approximately 100 stiidenls were 
enrolled In the French school under 
Professor du Rourc, while twenty- 
two students were rcglRtcrod In tho 
library school conducted by Dr. tier- 
hard It. Homer. 

In the French scliool tlioie were 
•students from all , sections of Cana- 
da and the United Ktates Classes In 
elcmentarj', Intermediate, advanced 
and special courses were arranpctl. 

The French school was hehl from 
.lutie :'S to ,Iuly III in the Uoyal 
Victoria Collepc. The mornings were 
devoted to lectures, artcriioon to 
moro practical work such as slght- 
•scelng, and' the evening to French 
lilays and acting. Students taking 
the course spoke French only, thus 
living In an entire |i>cnch atmos- 
phere. • 

Tho Ubrar>' School was held In the 
University Library where Dr. lyomcr 
was ii.islated by fourteen experts. 

The Library course was opened on 
May 17 for six weeks. 

in addition to regular technical 
lectures, practical library work . and 
•problems relating to the course, 
various libraries In the city- were 
visited. 

Special lectures were given by Miss

p.'irtment of the Interior.

CANADA RANKS 

VERY HIGH IN 
GOLD PRODUCTION 



Thci'e has been u steady Increase In 
the gold production of Canada dur- 
ing the last decade, duo largely to 
the discovery of the new gold-fields 
In Northern Ontario. This rate of In- 
crease Is likely to be suHtalned for 
some years to come not alone hc- 
causo of the iiroductlon that will 
cnmo from properties now undor.ço- 
liif; devolopmcnl but also becau.''e of 
pnifliictlon from the now Houyn fields 
in western Quebec, .and from the 
newly discovered Rod Lake area in 
western Ontario, l^st year (1925) the 
total production In all Canada was 
1,740,3S0 fino ouncps of trolU valiiod 
at $3», 070,970. Approximately S4 per 
cent of this production was obtained 
from the mino of Porcupine and Kirk- 
land lako In nothern Ontario, and 13 
per cent from British Cohimbla. 

Canada'^ total record production 
of gold since tho year 185S now 
amounts to $580,786,381. Tho world's 
total production of gold has beei| de- 
clining since 191:, but the Canadian 
output is still Indreasing' annually, «nd 
since 1922 Canada has «tood third 
among tho counb-ics of tho world as 
a producer of this precious metal 
The present output is at the rato of 
nearly 100,000 per day and this rate 
will probably continue to rise tor 
some years. 

The discoveries made In tho Porcu- 
pine and Ktrkland Lakes area dur 
Ing the period of 1905-1920 have dis 
closed the .most important new gold 
producing area found anywhere in 
the world during the last quarter 
century. The Importance of Canada 
OS a gold producer haa been still 
further enhanced In recent years by 
the discoveries and development 
work now taking place in western 
Quebec and by the discovery of 
auriferous ores In the Red Lake dis 
trict ot Ontario last summer. The 
prospects In this country are atlll 
bright for further discoveries heciiu.so 
ot tho immense unprospectPil tor 
ritory underlain by ancient cysLiIllno 
rock.*) in asHOclntinns similar to thoso 
found In tho producing areas.

Dr. A, L. Stevenson, of Eng- 
lish Department, Comments 
On Writers' Style 



"The modern habit of going to the 
movies instead of to church Is bound 
to prove significant in the develop- 
ment of our literature," says Dr. AI 
L, Stevenson of the V. C. English 
department, In conimonllng on the 
young MTlter's style. 

"Authors used to claim the Bible 
as their only master. It la, of course, 
the great standard of dignified Eng- 
lish prose. Even on such writers .is 
Kipling the Influence ot tho Bible is 
very marked." Modern young people 
who seldom hear' the Bible read, lose 
this valuable style regulator, he ex 
■jila Inod. 

Genius is apart from the classroom, 
.Stc-vonson admits. "But many peopU, 
with training, could rise to the level 
of really good stylo. There Is no 
reason why we should not be able to 
ti.-ach style," he claims, "though .xs a 
mutter of fact we seldom do.'" Clarity 
of expression is all that Is demanded. 

"How can we obtain style? BeJul," 
says Doctor Stevenson. "Read every- 
thing that comes along — a balance of 
the new and ihe ol.i.ssic. 'iMosl stu- 
dents'Oiavo read little or nothing." 

There Is much to be said for our 
college publications In spite of the 
students' deficiencies, Doctor Steven- 
son asserted. 

"The things that gel atlonlinn In 
your pampuM literary productions 
are the smart and cleverly phrased. 
They are not original, but Imitative. 
Herein lies their value, however," he 
explained. "A writer m.i,y find his 
ijwn style through steeping himself 
in the stylo of first one author, and 
then another. Imitating until ho can 
■find an original way to cxpresr his 
"persopoJIty." '

BUSINESS RESEHRCH 

University Will Aid Work to 
Be Conducted By School of 
Business Professors 



As a part of the program of tho 
Sriionl of Business for the coining 
year, will lin undcrlaken by various 
professors In that department of the 
University, It was slated In tho an- 
nual report of Director .lames C. Hlg- 
bcrt to Professor Butler which was 
made public recently. 

I'rnfpHHor .Fohn IC. Orchard has re- 
ceived a leave qf absence fOr tho 
year, and it is under his guidance that 
tho work Is to he dune. Kunds for 
the task have been appropriated by 
Ihc University Council for Ilcsearch. 

An investigation Is at present be- 
ing made by frofosanr II. I'.nltor 
Willis Into the banking and currency 
conditions of the Irish l'"reo State. 
Professor Orchard's work will be 
concerned chiefly with tho iinlustrlal 
and economic conditions : In Iho.,, Par 
ISast, particularly China arid Japan, 
while Professor B. H. Heckhart will 
direct a study of conditions In the 
Now York money market. 

The latter study will be not only 
descrlpllvc, but historical. lîmphnsis 
will bo liilil first on the call loan 
market, which will he treated In Us 
relalloii to the Treasury Department, 
the Boveniio Bank and other audit 
Institutions. . 

An elaborate Investigation covering 
virtually everylmportanl phase ot con- 
Icmporary b:inklng problniiiH In the 
United States Is under the charge of 
Professor Willis. Causes of bank fail- 
ures, banking costs, branch banking, 
chain banking, national and state 
supervision, bank mergers and consollj,' 
dallons will he Investigated, The pur- 
pose has beea to prepare for a thor- 
ough revision of the Xatlon.al Banking 
Act. 

Dr. Egbert also announced that the 
School ot Business had become the 
i^ssessor of a collection of rare books 
having lo do with the history of ac- 
counting during the sixteenth, seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries. The 
collection was tho gift of Professor 
Robert H. Montgomery.
